The Air Proving Ground

N the ground and in the skies over 

Eglin Field, set down in the heart of 
the former Choctawhatchee National 
Forest in northwest Florida, the Air Prov- 
ing Ground is paving the way for a 
more efficient Air 
Force. 

The Air Prov- 
ing Ground rep- 
resents one of 
the basic concep- 
tions for the de- 
velopment of air 
power. Experi- 
ence in all 
branches of the 
military service 
has demon- 
strated repeated- 
ly that only 
when there ex- 
ists an independ- 
ent agency to 
represent the us- 
ing organization will there be an ade- 
quate, realistic testing of military aircraft 
and other materiel. With this basic con- 
ception in mind, leaders of the Air Force 
established, on 1 April 1942, an independ- 
ent command under the jurisdiction of the 
Commanding General, Army Air Forces. 
Throughout the years there have been 
changes in operational control; however, 
the Air Proving Ground is now, as origi- 
nally, an independent command which 
operates under policies established by the 
Chief of Staff, USAF. 

The mission of the Air Proving Ground, 
as the name implies, is to determine the 
operational suitability of Air Force mate- 
riel and equipment, and when applicable, 
develop improved techniques for the em- 
Ployment of these equipments. In addi- 
tion, the Proving Ground is responsible 
for: Submitting recommendations to 
higher authority or other commands on 
| test findings relative to the establishment 
of military characteristics and require- 
2 ments; furnishing services, facilities, and 
assistance to other commands; perform- 
)‘ng aerial and ground demonstrations; 
| Participating in disaster relief and other 
domestic emergencies; and participating 
) in the reserve training program.

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Promotion Changes 
to Bureau of Budget 


Department of Defense legislative offi- 
cials are preparing to take up with the 
Bureau of the Budget proposed changes 
to the Officer Personnel Act of 1947. 

A preliminary meeting between repre- 
sentatives of Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson and Bureau of the Budget ex- 
perts has been set for mid-November. At 
this session, it is expected that the 
Department of Defense will present 
“urgent” recommendations for changes 
to the Officer Personnel Act. These 
initial amendments would be submitted 
to the second session of the 81st Congress. 

A long-range study is also under way 
looking to more fundamental changes in 
officer personnel legislation, but these 
amendments are not slated for Con- 
gressional action until January of 1951. 

Details concerning the immediate 
changes being sought could not be ascer- 
tained this week. Normal procedure is to 
delay such disclosure until the Bureau 
of the Budget has had the opportunity 
to review the recommendations. 

It was the Bureau of the Budget which 
called upon the Department of Defense 
to formulate an omnibus bill of officer 
personnel policy changes for all Services, 
rather than have piecemeal legislation 
be introduced in Congress. 

The Personnel Policy Board reportedly 
has completed its work in the initial 
phase of the study and has submitted rec- 
ommendations for final processing before 
specific proposals are made to the Bureau. 

As was related in last week’s issue of 
the JouRNAL, among the recommendations 
considered by the Personnel Policy Board 
was one which would have reinstituted 
“spot” promotions in certain key Depart- 
ment of Defense assignments. What de- 
cision was made relative to “spot” promo- 
tions has not been revealed. 


AF Officer Reduction 

An early announcement is anticipated 
concerning the Air Force officer reduction 
program to separate 3,129 rated non- 
Regular officers. 

A review board has been in session at 
the Pentagon since early October. 

Meantime, there was speculation that 
the President’s decision to keep the Air 
Force at a strength of 48 groups instead 
of the 58 groups approved by Congress 
may mean additional officer cuts. 








Increase Dependents Pay 

Passed during the last days of the 81st 
Congress, Public Law 339 increased com- 
pensation of dependents, effective 1 Dec., 
to $105 per month for a widow with one 
child and $25 per month for each addi- 
tional child. 

This is payable when a Serviceman died 
or dies during war time or as a result of 
extra hazardous conditions. 

The new law provides an increase for 
widows and children of serviceman who 
died or die during peacetime service and 
not as a result of extra hazardous service. 
Such compensation is established by law 
as 80 per cent of the wartime rate, above. 
Therefore, new rate for widows with one 
child is $84, for each additional child $20.

House Committee Members 
Angered at Denfeld Relief 


The removal of Admiral Louis Denfeld 
from his post as Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions last week, with the approval of the 
President, will be thoroughly investigated 
by the House Armed Services Committee. 
Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), and sev- 
eral other members of the committee 
made this clear this week in statements 
denouncing the action. 

In the Senate, however, Chairman Tyd- 
ings of the Armed Services Committee, 
endorsed the appointment of Admiral 
Forrest Sherman as Chief of Naval Op- 
erations, thus implying that he would 
favor the confirmation of his nomination 
without delving into the abrupt relief of 
Admiral Denfeld. He also stated that he 
could see no good reason for his commit- 
tee conducting any further investigation 
into the Navy’s complaints. 

When the House Committee completed 
its public hearings on the Navy-Air Force 
controversy two weeks ago, Chairman 
Vinson announced that it would reas- 
semble on 3 Jan. 1950, to prepare its 
report. When it adjourned the temper of 
the committee appeared to be concilia- 
tory and it seemed probable that the 
forthcoming report would not be highly 
critical of the Department of Defense. 

However, the reaction to the Denfeld 
ouster has materially changed the situa- 
tion. The action taken by the President 
and the Secretary of the Navy is regarded 
by several members of the committee, 
probably a majority, as flouting the au- 
thority of Congress to protect witnesses 
appearing before committees. As a result, 
legislation may be recommended to 
strengthen Congressional authority in 
this respect.

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More Than Million 
Get Pay Increases 


More than a million members of the 
Armed Forces this week received in- 
creased pay as a result of implementa- 
tion of the Career Compensation Act. 

With few exceptions, the Services were 
able to make the new payments, which. 
went into effect on 1 Oct. 

Among the exceptions are those whose 
pay will be increased by reason of ad- 
vanced temporary rank held during 
World War I and subsequent thereto, but 
prior to World War II. Under the new 
Act former enlisted men, warrant officers 
and others, now drawing retired compen- 
sation based on their permanent, instead 
of their temporary rank, will hereafter 
receive retired pay based on the highest 
temporary rank satisfactorily held dur- 
ing World War I or at any time. Those 
who held such advanced rank in World 
War II were provided for by previous 
legislation. 

Before the individuals covered by the 
new Act can qualify for retired pay based 
on the higher temporary rank orders will 
have to be issued advancing them on the 
retired list. When these orders are proc- 
essed the necessary pay adjustments will 
be made retroactive to 1 Oct. 

Under Public Law 810 of 1948, persons 
holding advanced temporary rank during 
World War II with date of rank on or 
before 30 June 1946, would receive retired 
pay based on the temporary rank in 
which they served satisfactorily for at 
least six months. The new law extends 
this authorization to those who served 
satisfactorily in such rank at any time. 
It does not specify that the advanced 
rank must be held for at least six months. 
However, it provides that the Secretary 
shall determine whether or not the serv- 
ice was satisfactory. It is understood that 
in the Army, consideration is now being 
given to a regulation which would require 
at least six months’ satisfactory service 
for an individual to qualify for pay of the 
advanced rank on retirement. 

Current Army Special Orders dis- 
close that officers already are being re- 
tired under the new physical disability 
provisions of the pay legislation. Among 
the first officers to be retired under the 
new law were Maj. Gen. James A. Bethea, 
MC, who was determined to be perma- 
nently incapacitated for duty by reason 
of a 50 per cent physical disability; and 
Col. Ira E. Ryder, Inf., who was found to 
have a 30 per cent physical disability. 

Under the Career Compensation Act, 
an officer who does not have sufficient 
longevity for service retirement can be 
retired for physical disability only if he 
has a minimum of 30 per cent physical 
disability according to Veterans Adminis- 
tration standards. 

As the Services were thus moving with 
dispatch to implement the physical disa- 
bility provisions of the law, finance offi- 
cials still awaited answers from the 
Comptroller General to complex pay 
problems posed immediately upon enact- 
ment of the measure. 

In the Departments, internal adminis- 
trative measures were being perfected 
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Denfeld to other important duties.”

Denfeld’s Relief 
(Continued from First Page) 
action, Representative Vinson has sent 
a personal letter to each member of the 
committee requesting his over-all reac- 
tion to the recent Navy investigation, and 
asking for suggestions as to how to treat 

the matter from now on. 

When asked whether the Senate Com- 
mittee would carry on an independent 
investigation of conditions in the Navy, 
Senator Tydings stated that “a duplica- 
tion of hearings would serve no good 
purpose and would probably widen 
breaches already made in military unity. 
The thing to do now is to close ranks 
and go forward, the Army, Navy and Air 
Force, for the common good.” 

“The Navy,” Senator Tydings said, “has 
never had a stronger supporter than I, 
and I shall continue to support it in every 
way I can, but the fact is that the Navy 
is three times the size of the combined 
navies of the rest of the world. 

“Our Air Force is approximately equal 
to that of one other great country. 

“Our Army with only a few divisions, 
is pitifully below comparable strength. 

“With a 5% billion deficit looming, we 
shall have to watch the defense dollars 
as never before. National Defense is the 
most costly item in the budget. 

“In the light of these facts, unification 
is essential for the security of the nation 
and to carry out commitments abroad. 

“Navy aviation is still in course of de- 
velopment and, therefore, planes must be 
provided for it and the American people 
must face stark facts. If a program for 
a sound and balanced defense is to evolve, 
we must build up where we are weakest 
or some day pay dearly in life and 
treasure. 

“I am a strong Navy man and know 
of no serious threat to it within or out- 
side of Congress, but the idea has gotten 
abroad that the Navy is to be abolished. 
Out of the 535 members of Congress, I 
doubt if that proposition would muster 
a single vote. 

“No one can beat us on the high seas, 
but thev could beat us on the land as 
now constituted.” 

Senator Tydings stated that he does 
not believe a war could be won bv atomic 
warfare alone, and that, therefore, the 
United States must be strong in the air 
and on land and sea, and that “we must 
spend our money where it is most 
needed.” 

Admiral Denfeld is at present on a 60- 
day leave. The expiration of that leave 
will coincide with the reconvening of 
Congress and the resumption by the 
House Armed Services Committee of con- 
sideration of the inter-Service quarrel. 
The outgoing Chief of Naval Operations 
would be readily available for recall as 
a witness before the committee, in any 
inquiry it may decide to make concern- 
ing the circumstances of his removal. 

Denounced as Reprisal 


Members of Congress continued to de- 
nounce the ouster of the admiral as a 
reprisal for his testimony before the 
Committee, and declared that this action 
was in direct contradiction to the assur- 
ances given by the Secretary of Defense 
prior to the hearings. However, both Sec- 
retary of Defense Louis Johnson and Sec- 
retary of the Navy Francis P. Matthews 
denied that the removal resulted from his 
testimony. 

Replying to a telegram of protest from 
the late Representative George J. Bates 
(R-Mass), a member of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, who was subsequently 





killed in an airplane crash, Secretary 
Johnson conceded that he had promised 
that there would be no reprisal against 
any witnesses for voicing their opinions 
to the committee, but declared that this 
did not prevent the reassignment of oili- 
cers found not qualified for their current 
duties. 

In his telegram Mr. Bates charged that 
Admiral Denfeld’s dismissal was a viola- 
tion of the Secretary’s pledge of no re- 
prisals. Mr. Johnson replied: 

“You are correct in stating that I in- 
formed the committee that there would 
be no reprisals. That was, and is, a cor- 
rect statement of my viewpoint.” 

Johnson Replies 


Mr. Johnson enclosed with his letter to 
Mr. Bates a copy of a memorandum which 
he sent to the Secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force at the conclusion of 
the hearings on the Navy-Air Force con- 
troversy. Included in this memorandum 
were the following paragraphs: 

‘There must be no reprisals as a result of 
the hearings. We must, of course, continue 
to follow the policy of selecting the best man 
for the job, but no one is to be punished for 
any testimony that he may have given in the 
past, or that he may give in the future, be- 
tore a Congressional committee. 

“This is not to say, of course, that there 
will not be some changes in assignments 
within the Department of Defense. Such 
changes will occur continuously, whenever 
any individuals show themseives to lack the 
qualilications for jobs to whicn they have 
been assigned, and as other individuals show 
themselves to possess the necessary qualifi- 
cations."’ 

In his memorandum to the heads of the 
military departments Mr. Johnson also 
said: “We must establish closer working 
relationships with the Congress than 
those which have existed heretofore.” 

The Secretary added that this state- 
ment applied particularly to the Commit- 
tees on Armed Services and Appropria- 
tions. He conceded that the Defense De- 
partment had been at fault and said “we 
must remedy our shortcomings,” adding: 

“Full co-operation between the Depart- 
ment of Defense and the Congress must 
exist at all levels, and must be continu- 
ous, rather than sporadic.” 


Roles and Missions 


Mr. Johnson also told the service heads: 

“There must be no circumvention what- 
soever of the roles and missions assigned to 
the Services by law and the Key West and 
Newport conferences. I feel that each of us 
should personally review these roles and mis- 
sions in order that we may assure ourselves 
that they are being adhered to, both in letter 
and in spirit.’’ 

Secretary Matthews, too, insisted that 
the removal of Admiral Denfeld did not 
result from the testimony given by the 
Admiral at the Congressional hearings, 
pointing to the letter to the President in 
which the Secretary had stated that ne 
had told Admiral Denfeld on 4 Oct. that 
he feared his usefulness as Chief of Naval 
Operations was at an end. This was sev- 
eral days in advance of the Admiral’s 
testimony at the hearings, and apparently 
resulted from previous disagreements on 
unification matters. In a press interview 
Mr. Matthews said: 

“The testimony was not the deciding 
factor in the decision to remove Admiral 
Denfeld. I thought my letter made that 
clear.” 

Apparently taking cognizance of de- 
mands on the part of some Congressmen 
and others that he resign Mr. Matthews 
made it clear that he had no intention of 
giving up his post, saying: 

“I contemplate being here as long as I 
do a job satisfactory to President Truman. 








Work is my hobby and right now my 
hobby is the Navy Department.” 
Vinson’s Statement 


In a statement issued at his home in 
Milledgeville, Ga., Chairman Carl Vinson 
(D-Ga.), of the House Armed Services 
Committee, indicated that the committee 
in its report to be made next January will 
take a strong position with reference to 
the Denfeld removal. Mr. Vinson said: 

“Admiral Denfeld has been made to walk 
the plank for having testified before the 
Armed Services Committee, that the Navy is 
not being consulted as to its functions, that 
the Navy’s roles and missions are being al- 
tered, that the Naval air arm is being forced 
into a state of weakness and that the Navy 
is not accepted in the full partnership in the 
national defense structure. 

“For having warned the Congress and the 
country that such a state of affairs in his 
opinion exists in the Navy, he has been re- 
lieved of his high office. 

“The security. of the nation demands that 
responsible military men at all times be free 
to give to the Congress and the country the 
true state of affairs as they see it In the 
armed services, even though their views run 
counter to that of the civilian heads and In 
consequence of having done so there should 
be no reprisal. 

“Secretary Matthews at the very outset of 
the hearing publicly stated that all naval wit- 
nesses were free to state their views and now 
Admiral Denfeld is made to pay the price 
for having done so. 

“The Congress nor the committee cannot 
sit quietly by and permit reprisal against 
witnesses who have testified before it. 

“Suffice it to say that this reprisal against 
Admiral Denfeld for having painted the pic- 
ture as he sees it in the Navy will be dealt 
with in the committee’s report and on the 
floor of the House in January.’’ 


Congressmen Protest 


A long statement vigorously refuting 
the assertions of Secretaries Johnson and 
Matthews that the removal of Admiral 
Denfeld was not a reprisal was issued by 
two Democratic and two Republican 
members of the House Armed Services 
Committee. The signers of the statement 
were Representatives F. Edward Hebert 
(D-La.), Lansdale G. Sasscer (D-Md), W. 
Sterling Cole (R-N.Y.) and Leslie C. 
Arends (R-Ill). They declared: 

“The statement of Secretary of Defense 
Johnson—now parroted by Secretary of the 
Navy Matthews—that Admiral Denfeld’s re- 
moval is for lack of qualifications takes the 
prize for outright quackery and injustice. 

‘“‘Why then, was Denfeld reappointed as 
Chief of Naval Operations only a couple of 
months ago? 

“The facts are these. Admiral Denfeld 
served effectively as Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions for two years, he was reappointed short- 
ly before his tour as CNO expired on a basis 
of his record and qualifications. He was con- 
firmed in this appointment by the United 
States Senate and the President delivered 
him his Commission. There was never any 
public suggestion of his removal or of his 
lack of qualifications until immediately after 
his testimony before the Committee. 

“Statements that his removal is not a re- 
prisal would be laughable were the situation 
not so tragic. 

‘‘How obvious it is that had Admiral Den- 
feld’s testimony been satisfactory to Secre- 
taries Johnson and Matthews there would 
never have been the slightest suggestion that 
his qualifications were inadequate. 

**Evasive and misleading excuses and spe- 
cious arguments do not cover up this reprisal. 
Neither do they reflect credit on high public 
officials who should be above such trickery. 
If anything, they should increase the storm 
of public protest and indignation which has 
swept the country and descended upon the 
heads of the responsible officials. 

“Both Johnson and Matthews gave their 
pledges to Congress that witnesses could 
speak their minds in the hearings of the 
Armed Services Committee without fear of 
punishment. The Armed Services Commit- 
tee joined in this guarantee.

“Smearing Tactics’”’ 

“Not satisfied with the purge or the viola- 
tion of their pledges, Johnson and Matthews 
now resort to smearing tactics against a man 
for performing his duty to the Congress, and 
through the Congress, to the American 
people. 

“The American people have a right to ex- 
pect that men in high public office such as 
the Secretary of Defense and Secretary of 
the Navy will be above the level of broken 
pledges and smearing tactics. 

“Is this the reward Admiral Denfeld is to 
receive for expressing his honest convictions 
in response to the official request of a Com- 
mittee of Congress? Is this the reward he 
deserves for 41 years of honorable, outstand- 
ing, patriotic service to his country. Service 
which has endeared him to thousands of en- 
listed men who never saw him and which led 
him to the top position of the U. S. Navy? 

‘‘Even so, the important issue in this case 
now goes for beyond the injustices to Ad- 
miral Denfeld and far beyond who is right 
and who is wrong about the testimony he 
gave. The issue is the right of the people 
to know and the right of their representa- 
tives in Congress to find out. The issue Is 
whether the Congress will be able to carry 
out its constitutional mandate or not. 

“It is a sorry and ominous day in the 
United States when military leaders—whether 
Army, Navy or Air Force—cannot answer 
military questions within established Con- 
gressional authority, with full integrity, 
without political subservience, and without 
having their heads chopped off for saying 
what they believe to be true and in the best 
interest of the country. 

“‘Are high public officials going to be per- 
mitted to break pledges of the character given 
by Secretaries Johnson and Matthews? They 
have broken faith with Congress and the 
American people, and with a branch of the 
Armed Forces. 

‘‘The Unification Act authorizes any mem 
ber of the Joint Chiefs of Staff to report to 
Congress any matter affecting National Se 
curity about which he may be concerned. The 
action meted out to Admiral Denfeld {is 4 
nullification of this obligation and provision 
of the law itself. 

‘The issue is clear cut and of fundamental 
importance to the American people. The 
Congress must not abdicate to the improper 
exercise of executive authority. The Cot 
gress must step in to redeem its pledge t0 
witnesses and to preserve the integrity of 
its institutions.’’ 

Demands Resignation 

Senator William F. Knowland (R 
Calif.), a member of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, was among those 
who called for the resignation of Secre 
tary Matthews. He said: 

“IT no longer have confidence that the Ne 
tional Defense needs of the Nation, and the 
Navy's proper part therein will have adequate 
representation in the present Secretary % 
the Navy. 

“While the military must at all times I 
this country be subordinate to civilian cor 
trol it is equally vital that the civilian heal 
have the confidence of the country, the Cor 
gress and the Services. ; 

‘It is hard for me to understand personne 
policies of an Administration which would 
fire a Denfeld while retaining a Vaughan. 

Representative Edith Nourse Rogers 
(R-Mass) declared the Denfeld ouster w4 
a “malicious retaliatory act” which had 
shaken her “confidence in the administré 
tion of our Government.” Representativé 
Paul Shafer (R-Mich), a member of the 
Armed Services Committee, accused Se 
retary Johnson of breaking his promisé 
adding that this action had indicated 
the public that “little dictators woul 
brook no interference.” 
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Op-23 Disbanded 


The Navy’s much-criticized Organiza- 
tional Research and Policy Division, com- 
monly referred to as “Op-23,” has been 
ordered disbanded. 

The action resulted from one of the first 
official orders issued by Admiral Forrest 
Pp, Sherman, new Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. It came less than 24 hours after he 
had been administered the oath of office. 

Recent newspaper accounts had stated 
that the Division, headed by Capt. Arleigh 
A, Burke, Assistant Chief of Naval Op- 
erations, was being investigated by the 
Navy Inspector General. The reports indi- 
cated that the Division had been instru- 
mental in setting off the Congressional 
unification hearings, and in preparing the 
Navy presentations made before the 
House Armed Services Committee. They 
further stated that certain documents be- 
longing to the dvision had been “seized” 
by the Navy I. G. 

Captain Burke told the ARMy AND NAvy 
JouRNAL that the “investigation” was 
nothing more than a routine inspection by 
the office of the Navy Inspector General. 
He said that such routine inspections 
are conducted periodically to determine 
whether security regulations are being 
observed by the various Navy offices. 

The office of Navy Secretary Matthews 
commented only that the inspection was 
“in the natural course of the Inspector 
General’s duties.” 

Captain Burke said that there had been 
no coordination of the Navy presenta- 
tions in his office, although it had handled 
the mechanical aspects such as proof- 
reading, elimination of “slaps at person- 
alities,” “innuendoes,” and “misrepre- 
sentations,” and mimeographing the ap- 
proved presentations. 

Shortly after the initial B-36 hearings 
opened before the Congressional commit- 
tee, Captain Burke said, Navy Under Sec- 
retary Dan Kimball appointed a commit- 
tee to prepare the basic data for each of 
the agenda items. It was composed prin- 
cipally of flag officers but included some 
captains. The committee worked “for 
about a month” on the preparation, and 
then submitted a compilation of basic 
data to Under Secretary Kimball. 

After the Air Force testimony “it was 
evident,” Captain Burke said, that the 
Navy’s senior officers would have to speak 
for the Navy, that “just a factual pres- 
entation for the Record would not be 
enough.” 

The flag officers who were designated 
to appear before the committee, wrote 
their individual presentations and then 
met in conference, together with mem- 
bers of Captain Burke’s staff, to read 
their statements and effect whatever co- 
ordination was necessary. All of those 
present made suggestions as to subject 
material which could be eliminated, 
changed, or elaborated. The “mechanics” 
of preparing the presentations in their 
final, mimeographed form, was handled 
by Op-23., 

The only presentation that was written 
by Captain Burke’s division, he said, was 
that of Admiral Halsey, who sent in an 
outline with the request that it be com- 
pleted. This was prepared and returned 
to Admiral Halsey, who subsequently re- 
wrote and changed it. 

The division’s services, Captain Burke 
said, were available to flag officers and 
others who needed to have research work 
conducted for them. Although the official 
allowance for the Division was only one, 
a established by the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel approved allowance list, the 
Division had 11 officers “on board.”

Adm. Sherman Made 
CNO; Supports Unity 


Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, one of 
the Navy’s top aviators, was named this 
week by President Truman to succeed 
Admiral Louis E. Denfeld as Chief of 
Naval Operations. 

The new C. N. O. was sworn in at a 
ceremony in the office of Navy Secretary 
Francis P, Matthews on 2 Nov. Confirma- 
tion of the interim appointment will not 
be possible before Congress reconvenes 
in January. 

Secretary Matihews announced on the 
same day that he had offered Admiral 
Denfeld the post of Commander in Chief, 
United States Naval Forces, Eastern At- 
lantic and Mediterranean. Such duty, he 
said, “would provide an opportunity for 
the Admiral to round out his naval career 
as a statesman as well as a distinguished 
naval officer.” 

At a press conference the new C.N.O. 
said that he expected to make “as few 
changes as possible” in the organiza- 
tion of the Office of Chief of Naval 
Operations. He did indicate, however, 
that Vice Adm. John D. Price, Vice 
Chief of Naval Operations for Operations, 
would “in due course” be assigned to new 
duty. 

Relief of Admiral Price, who is also a 
Naval aviator, would be in keeping with 
a long-standing Naval custom which pro- 
vides that both top Navy posts will not 
be held by airmen. 


Tydings’ Support 


Sen. Millard E. Tydings (D., Md.), 
Chairman of thé Senate Armed Services 
Committee which will have to consider 
Admiral Sherman’s appointment when 
Congress reconvenes in January, said that 
the Admiral “is one of the ablest men in 
the armed services.” 

“During the war,” Senator Tydings 
said, “I visited Admiral Nimitz’ headquar- 
ters in the Marianas and had a chance 
to see the high esteem in which he was 
held by the Admiral and all others in the 
combined headquarters there . (Army, 
Navy and Air Force). 

“Admiral Sherman has an outstanding 
war record. He was one of the architects 
of the unification bill of 1947, representing 
the Navy where his sound views and wide 
experience were invaluable. He enjoys a 
very high degree of respect with the 
members of Congress as I am sure he does 
with the Navy and Army and Air Force. 

“It is a very fine selection,” Senator 
Tydings concluded. 

Although he did not seek his new ap- 
pointment, Admiral Sherman said, he 
feels “sure” that the Navy will give him 
“the support and loyalty that it has given 
to all (of his) predecessors.” He said that 
he was for the new amended unification 
law one hundred percent, and believes 
that “the amendments were a logical de- 
velopment of the original draft.” 

Admiral Sherman was responsible, to- 
gether with Lt. Gen. Lauris Norstad of 
the Air Force, for the draft of the com- 
promise unification plan enacted in 1947. 

When asked about current Navy cut- 
backs, and their effect on the Navy, Ad- 
miral Sherman said he would “prefer not 
to comment on these questions of oper- 
ating forces, appropriations, etc., until 
I’ve had a chance to study them.” He in- 
dicated that it may be necessary to trans- 
fer Naval personnel from shore jobs to 
sea duty, but added that whether it could 
be accomplished at all or how rapidly he 
was “not yet able to comment.” 

Questioned about Navy morale, Admir- 
al Sherman replied that he could speak 
only for the morale of the Sixth Task 
Fleet, his former command. “The morale 
in that Fleet is good,” he said. “The offi- 
cers and men are proud of their ship, 
proud of what they’re doing. They’re 
busy doing a Navy job at sea.” 


Amphibious Operations 


Asked if he felt that the atomic bomb 
rules out large-scale amphibious opera- 
tions, the veteran aviator said, “I don’t 
think it rules them out, but it changes 
their character. The atomic weapon indi- 
cates dispersion . . . avoiding the con- 
centrations that we used to have on the 
shoreline ... greater rapidity in moving 
the position at sea rapidly.” 

He refused comment on the need for a 
65,000-ton carrier until he is “more famil- 





iar with what has gone on in connection 
with it.” 

At the swearing-in ceremony in the 
Secretary’s office, the oath of office was 
administered by Rear Adm. George L. 
Russell, Navy Judge Advocate General, 
in the presence of about 20 Naval flag 
officers and Marine Corps generals. 

Admiral Sherman, at the conclusion of 
the ceremony, thanked his fellow ad- 
mirals for coming to see him “undertake 
the responsibilities” of his new job. He 
said, “I know that they are difficult and 
can only be accomplished with the help 
and support of all the officers here... 
support on which I know I can count.” 

Turning to Admiral Denfeld, Admiral 
Sherman said, “I want to express my ap- 
preciation to Admiral Denfeld for the as- 
sistance he has given me, and for the 
record he has established.” Admiral Den- 
feld said, “Very well, sir, good luck.” 

Secretary Matthews concluded the 
ceremony with a statement in which he 
told the assembled officers that, “in addi- 
tion to our obligation to the Navy, we 
have a grave responsibility and obliga- 
tion to our country,” and “first and above 
all else, we are Americans.” 

Third-ranking aviator in the Navy, Ad- 
miral Sherman was born in Merrimack. 
N. H. on 30 Oct. 1896. He celebrated his 
53d birthday this week, while en route 
to the United States. 

Appointed to the U. S. Naval Academy 
in 1914, he was graduated with distinc- 
tion, second in a class of 203, and com- 
missioned as an ensign in June 1917. 

In the early stages of World War II 
he was a member of the Permanent Joint 
Board on Defense, Canada-United States, 
and later served as naval aviation ad- 
visor at the Atlantic Conference in Aug. 
1941. Following three months duty at 
Headquarters, Commander in Chief, U. S. 
Fleet, as a member of the Joint Strategic 
Committee, he assumed command of the 
USS Wasp in May 1942, and was com- 
manding officer of that carrier when she 
was sunk by enemy action in the Solo- 
mon Islands area in Sept. For “extra- 
ordinary heroism” in that assignment, he 
was awarded the Navy Cross. 

Later, as Chief of Staff to Commander 
Air Force, Pacific Fleet, he was decorated 
with the Legion of Merit for coordinat- 
ing the planning, training and logistic 
requirements which, according to the 
citation, “produced efficient naval avia- 
tion in the Pacific throughout a vitally 
important period.” 

On Nimitz’ Staff 

In November 1943, Admiral Sherman 
was transferred to duty as Deputy Chief 
of Staff to Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
Commander in Chief of the Pacific Fleet 
and Pacific Ocean Areas. For services in 
that assignment he was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. 

U. S. Navy representative in the initial 
conference with the Japanese at Manila 
in August 1945, he was present aboard 
the USS Missouri in Tokyo Bay when the 
formal surrender of the Japanese was 
signed. Since the end of the war he has 
served as Commander of Carrier Division 
One, Deputy Chief of Naval Operations 
for Operations, and Commander of U. S. 
Naval Forces in the Mediterranean. The 
title of the latter assignment was later 
changed to Commander, Sixth Task Fleet. 

The statement made by Secretary 
Matthews in connection with his offer of 
a new post to Admiral Denfeld, said that 
the Admiral had “not yet reached a de- 
cision.” The text of the statement fol- 
lows: 

‘During a conference with Admirals Den- 
feld and Sherman this morning, (2 Nov.) I 
renewed my previous offer to Admiral Den- 
feld of appointment as Commander in Chief, 
United States Naval Forces, Eastern Atlantic 
and Mediterranean, relieving Admiral Rich- 
ard L. Conolly, who, after more than three 
years’ duty in foreign waters, is due for re- 
lief. Service in this capacity would involve 
official contacts on behalf of the Navy with 
most of the Western Democracies enrolled un- 
der the Atlantic Pact. 

“This duty would provide an opportunity 
for the Admiral to round out his naval career 
as a statesman as well as a distinguished 
naval officer. It would also serve to keep his 
valuable abilities available for the best in- 
terests of the Navy. 

‘“‘Admiral Denfeld has not yet reached a 
decision.”’

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Gen. Bradley Addresses CIO 


For the second time in a matter of 
weeks, one of the nation’s top defense 
leaders has emphasized to a major labor 
organization the vital importance of la- 
bor to National Defense. 

Following closely an address by Sec- 
retary of Defense Louis Johnson before 
the American Federation of Labor con- 
vention last month, General Omar N. 
Bradley, USA, Chairman, Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, called upon the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations this week to give its 
“full and continuing support” to the 
North Atlantic Treaty and the Military 
Aid Program. 

Addressing the CIO convention at 
Cleveland, Ohio, General Bradley said 
that Americans must exhibit “the cour- 
age of decision and the fearlessness of 
their determination.” 

The Nation’s ranking military officer 
said that “whenever in our history we 
have attempted to evade an issue in the 
softer comfort of wishful thinking, we 
have eventually had to deny the ease of 
evasion and face the facts.” 

General Bradley, emphasizing that 
“freedom is not one of the products of a 
modern assembly line,” told the CIO del- 
egates that our national and interna- 
tional problems defy mechanical solution. 
“Nor will courage alone suffice. The Amer- 
ican people,” he warned, “must make the 
difficult human decisions and pay the tax 
of peace.” 

The following are additional excerpts 
from General Bradley’s CIO address: 

‘“‘The men of our Armed Forces are not the 
‘professionals’ who fight for any cause under 
any flag. There are jobs and pay checks in 
this country for every able person, and this 
competition springing from a free economy 
offers a continual challenge to the Army, the 
Navy, and the Air Force. Only so long as 
the man supersedes the machine, and regard 
for human dignity is not sacrificed to the at- 
tainment of results through harsh command, 
will the American citizen sign up for the 
Armed Forces. 

‘‘The contribution of the soldier, the sailor, 
and the airman to world stability and free- 
dom is not unimportant in these trying times. 
American decisions for sharing and for free- 
dom could not be valid without his deter- 
mination also. 

‘Basically, however, our strength is direct- 
ly proportionate to the firmness of our econ- 
omy, and the freedom of our political choice. 

“Our struggle today is for a social pat- 
tern of self-government that will allow all 
the freedoms of democracy, and all the se- 
curity that wealth, both spiritual and mate- 
rial, will provide. 

“Your own Congress of Industrial Organi- 
zations has supported the United Nations or- 
ganization. Your resolution has been added 
to that of other Americans for the European 
Recovery Program as an instrument for the 
peace and prosperity of the peoples of Eu- 
rope and the world. And with fellow Amer- 
icans, you seek the early completion of peace 
treaties for the final conclusion of World 
War II.’’ 

“In order that the other member nations 
of the North Atlantic Treaty will have sub- 
stance for their defensive plans, we have 
underwritten a program to help rehabilitate 
their armed forces for almost a billion dol- 
lars in the Mutual Defense Assistance Act. 

‘It is significant to all citizens, and to 
labor and industry especially, that more than 
90 per cent of these funds will be paid to 
American labor, industry, and commerce, 
over the next two years. So we are helping 
ourselves, as we help others. In the bolster- 
ing of our friends’ ability in the collective 
defense, we are also aiding our own 
economy. 

“These two measures for collective security 
—the North Atlantic Treaty and the Military 
Aid Program—warrant a new optimism of 
our strength and our abilities in the defense 
of the free world. Both measures merit our 
full and continuing support. 

“In the international field, the specter of 
another war haunts Americans as well as the 
rest of the world. It is the avoidance of such 
a conflict, now or in the future, that will test 
to the utmost our power of decisions, our 
powers of patience, and the usefulness of our 
diplomacy. 

‘‘Again, the Congress of Industrial Organ- 
izations has added its strong voice to the 
will of all other Americans against the in- 
evitability of war. The vigorous condemna- 
tion of war, as voiced in your Resolution on 
Foreign Policy of last year’s convention, has 
been a mark of courage, and of untold en- 
couragement to your governmental leaders. 
I, for one, am deeply grateful for that reso- 
lution. It coincides with my own belief that 
war is not, must not be inevitable, and that 
our plans for defense can be a part of a 
strategy for lasting peace.”’ 
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Col. C. Wingate Reed Retires 


Col. C. Wingate Reed, Ord. Dept., USA, 
retired 1 Nov. at his own request after 
more than 32 years’ service. 

Colonel Reed was commissioned in the 
Aviation Section Signal Reserve during 
World War I and commissioned in Field 
Artillery, Regular Army, 1 July 1920, 
transferring to the Ordnance Department 
in 1926. During World War II he served 
in the Office Chief of Ordnance as Chief 
of Military Personnel Division and later 
as Director of Personnel. After the war 
he served two years in the European 
Command as Deputy Chief of Ordnance 
EUCOM. 

Upon his return to the United States 
he was assigned as Commanding Officer 
of Ogden Arsenal, Ogden, Utah, and the 
Tooele Sub-Depot, which command he 
held at the time of retirement. Colonel 
and Mrs. Reed have returned to North 
Carolina, their native state, for perma- 
nent residence. 
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Camp Gordon Commander 


Brig. Gen. Truman C. Thorson, Com- 
manding General of Camp Gordon, Ga., 
will leave early in December for a new 
assignment in Heidelberg, Germany. Gen- 
eral Thorson was assigned to Camp Gor- 
don in Sept. 1948 and directed the reopen- 
ing of the camp as a training center for 
three branches of the service. 

The camp became the home of the Sig- 
nal Corps Training Center, the Engineer 
Aviation Unit Training Center, and The 
Military Police School. The maximum 
strength of nearly 12,000 military person- 
nel and over 1,400 civilians was reached 
in June. 





General Officer Board 


Although officials declined to reveal the 
date, it was reported this week that plans 
have been completed for the convening of 
an Army selection board to choose offi- 
cers for promotion to the ranks of briga- 
dier and major general. 

The present list is practically ex- 
hausted. Presumably, the board will se- 
lect enough officers to meet Army needs 
throughout 1950.

General McLain Sworn In 

Lt. Gen. Raymond S. McLain, on 31 
Oct. was sworn in as Army Comptroller 
in the office of Secretary of the Army 
Gordon Gray. The oath was administered 
by Mr. Gray. 

Attending the ceremony were Under 
Secretary of the Army Tracy S. Voorhees, 
Assistant Secretary of the Army Archi- 
bald ‘S. Alexander, Army Chief of Staff 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins, and the heads of 
Army technical and administrative 
services. 

General McLain, a native of Washing- 
ton County, Ky., entered military service 
as a private in the Oklahoma National 
Guard in 1912. 

On 15 Oct. 1944, General McLain was 
assigned to the First Army as Command- 
er of the XIX Corps. On 6 June 1945 he 
was promoted to Lieutenant General and 
approximately one year later was com- 
missioned a Brigadier General in the 
Regular Army. 





Date for Pay 

The Comptroller General has ruled in 
decision B-68785 that as ordinarily stat- 
utes provide “that every officer of the 
Army shall be entitled to receive the pay 
and allowances of the higher grade from 
the date of the order announcing the pro- 
motion to a higher grade,” a Maj. Abram 
L. Whipple, jr. (JAG U. S. Army), was 
entitled to receive the pay and allow- 
ances of a major only from 22 July, 1947, 
the date of the issuing of the formal pro- 
motion order, although the then Capt. 
Whipple had qualified for promotion to 
major having completed 17 years of serv- 
ice on 19 March, 1947. 

The official digest of the decision fol- 
lows: 

“In view of the provisions of the act of 
14 Oct. 1942, fixing the date for commence- 
ment of higher pay because of the promotion 
of Army officers as the date of the order an- 
nouncing the promotion, an Army officer who, 
under section 3 of the act of 31 July 1935, as 
amended, was entitled to be immediately pro- 
moted from captain to major by reason of 
having completed 17 years’ service, but whose 
promotion was not accomplished and formally 
announced until sometime later, is not en- 
titled to the pay and allowances of a major 
until the date the promotion was announced 
by formal order."’ 


Chief of Canadian Army 

Lt. Gen. Charles Foulhes, Chief of the 
General Staff of the Canadian Army and 
Chief of the Canadian Joint Chiefs of 
Staff Committee, accepted an invitation 
from General J. Lawton Collins, Chief of 
Staff, U. S. Army, to visit the United 
States and attend the Joint Civilian Ori- 
entation Conference being conducted by 
Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson at 
Fort Benning, Georgia, on 4 and 5 Nov.

These lists were published in last week’s 
issue of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 

The largest and smallest percentage of 
pass-over occurred on the Chaplains Pro. 
motion List. For promotion to the rank 
of lieutenant colonel in the Chaplains 
Corps, 12.5 per cent of those considered 
for advancement for the first time failed 
of selection. An identical percentage, 125 
failed to be selected at second considera- 
tion—a total, therefore, of 25 per cent 
non-selection. Only six Chaplains were 
promoted to lieutenant colonel. 

But no permanent captains to the 
Chaplains Promotion List being con- 
sidered either for a first or second time 
failed of selection. Thus, the pass-over 
rate among this group was zero per cent, 
Ten were promoted. 

On the Army Promotion List, 2.5 per 
cent of the permanent captains being con- 
sidered for the first time for promotion 
to major failed of selection. Among per- 
manent captains being considered for a 
second time, 7 per cent failed of selection 

a total of 9.5 per cent. Promoted to per- 
manent major were 299 captains. 

Among permanent first lientenants being 
considered for promotion to captain, 15 
per cent of those up for the first time 
were passed over and 3 per cent of those 
being considered for the second and final 
time—a total of 4.5 per cent. Promoted 
were 235 lieutenants. 


Army Chief of Ordnance 


Brig. Gen. Elbert L. Ford was sworn 
in on 1 Nov. as Army Chief of Ordnance, 
with the rank of major general, at a 
ceremony in the Office of the Army Chief 
of Staff, General J. Lawton Collins. Maj. 
Gen. Edward F. Witsell, The Adjutant 
General, administered the oath. 

General Ford succeeds Maj. Gen. Ever- 
ett S. Hughes, whose retirement from the 
Army after 41 years’ service became ef- 
fective 31 Oct. General Ford had 
been Commanding General of Aberdeen 
Proving Ground since July 1948. 

During World War II General Ford was 
Chief of the Maintenance Division for Ord- 
nance in the European Theater and, as Chie! 
Ordnance Officer, Allied Force Headquarters, 
assisted in planning the North African 
landings. 

After serving as Chief of Staff, North Afri- 
can Theater of Operations, until April, 1944, 
General Ford was assigned to the Office, Chiet 
of Ordnance, Washington, as Chief of the 
Maintenance Division, Field Service, respon- 
sible for the rebuilding program of all tanks, 
combat vehicles and trucks used by the 
Army. 

In July 1946 General Ford was named The- 
ater Ordnance Officer, European Theater of 
Operations. In this position he closed out 
Ordnance supplies in all of western Europe 
except Germany, where he established auto- 
motive rebuild shops in industrial plants of 
Occupied Germany. 

The following letter was sent by Gen- 
eral J. Lawton Collins, Chief of Staff of 
the Army, to General Hughes on the oc- 
casion of the latter’s retirement. 

‘Dear General Hughes: 

‘“‘Upon the occasion of your retirement from 
the Army, I wish to set down for the record 
my personal testimony to a great soldier, 
and to express in some measure my deep 
appreciation for your distinguished service 
to the nation over the past 41 years. I shall 
indeed be sorry to lose the benefit of your 
counsel and shall miss the close association 
I have enjoyed with you here in Washington. 

“‘Few men in the Army have behind them 
such an enviable record of achievement. Dur- 
ing the war, the sound judgment you exer- 
cised as Deputy Theater Commander of the 
North African Theater of Operations was a 
valuable contribution to the Allied cause. 
Also, I am well aware of the confidence Gen- 
eral Eisenhower placed in your ability when 
you were his Special Assistant in Europe. 

“It must give you a great feeling of satis- 
faction to conclude your impressive career 
with such a fine tour as Chief of Ordnance. 
Your broad experience and professional 
knowledge were invaluable in re-equipping 
our forces during one of the most critical 
and difficult periods in our peacetime history. 
Your contributions to the Industrial Mobiliza- 
tion Plan will mean much to the nation in 
the event of another emergency. As you look 
back over your splendid record, you must 
indeed be proud of all that it contains. 

‘“‘May good luck, good fortune, and the 
happiness you so richly deserve be yours 
throughout the future.”’

Battle Monuments 

The American Battle Mounments Com- 
mission has taken over four of the four- 
teen European cemeteries in which 
American dead of World War II are 
buried and is prepared to take over the 
remaining ten in the near future, it was 
announced this week. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas North, Secretary of 
the Commission, returned to Washington 
this week after a four months’ inspection 
trip to American cemeteries in Europe. 
He plans to leave next week on a similar 
inspection trip to the American ceme- 
teries in the Pacific area. 

The work of repatriating the bodies of 
World War II dead for reburial in the 
United States is nearly complete. The 
bodies returned to this country were in 
compliance with requests of the next of 
kin. There will remain in American ceme- 
teries in Europe about 60 per cent of those 
who were killed or who died while on 
duty in Europe, or about 112,000. They 
will rest in beautifully landscaped ceme- 
teries, each grave marked with an Italian 
marble headstone. 

At Suresnes near Paris the American 
War I chapel is being constructed and 
enlarged as a shrine dedicated to the 
American dead of both World Wars. At 
the recent ground breaking for this re- 
construction General Thomas T. Handy, 
commanding the United States Forces in 


_Europe, turned the first shovel of earth.

ceremony. 
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Commands Sixth Task Fleet 


Rear Adm. John J. Ballentine, a senior 
flag aviator, was named this week to suc- 
ceed Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, new 
Chief of Naval Operations, as commander 
of the Sixth Task Fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

A member of the Navy General Board 
since May of this year, Admiral Ballen- 
tine will be elevated to the rank of Vice 
Admiral while serving in his new assign- 
ment. He was a classmate of Admiral 
Sherman's at the Naval Academy. 

Born in Hillsboro, Ohio, on 4 Oct. 1896, 
he was appointed to the Naval Academy 
in 1914. Three years after his graduation 
tn 1917, he reported for flight training at 
the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, and was 
subsequently designated naval aviator. * 

When Carl Norden designed his first 
bombsight in 1923, Agmiral Ballentine put 
it through its original tests at the Dahl- 

en Proving Ground, and later tested 

e first production model. He worked on 
further tests and improvements during 
the three years he spent at Dahlgren as 
Officer in Charge of the Naval Air Detail 
there, and returned later to spend three 
more years testing advanced models of 
the bombsight. 

During the early days of World War II, 
he was Chief of Staff and Aide to the 
Commander, Carriers, Atlantic Fleet, and 
served as Chief of Staff to the Com- 
mander Air Group, Western Naval Task 
Force during action off Casablanca in 
November 1942. In January 1943 he took 
charge of fitting out the carrier Bunker 
Hill which he commanded from her com- 
missioning on 25 May 1943 until Feb. of 
the following year, participating in op- 
erations against Japanese forces during 
the assault on Rabaul Harbor, and the 
invasion and occupation of the Gilbert 
Islands. Later, he joined in the capture 
and occupation of Tarawa and Makin, the 
capture and defense of the Marshalls, and 
strikes on Nauru and Kavieng, For his 
services in this command he was deco- 
rated with the Legion of Merit, and the 
Silver Star. The Bunker Hill earned the 
Presidential Unit Citation, under Ad- 
miral Ballentine’s command. 

In Feb. 1944, he reported for duty as 
Deputy Commander of the Pacific Fleet 
Air Force, where he supervised and di- 
rected Air Force planning in preparation 
for three major offensive operations, In 
this assignment he was awarded the 
Bronze Star Medal. 

Prior to his assignment as a member of 
the Navy General Board, he had served 
aa Commander of Carrier Division One.

Navy to Retire_77 Ships 

Thirty-five of the Navy’s 268 combatant 
ships, and 42 other vessels will be in- 
activated during the next eight months. 

The Defense Department said that the 
ships, including five aircraft carriers and 
six cruisers, are being reiired to the 
“mothball” fleet “as a result of current 
and projected reduction in funds for op- 
erating forces of the Navy.” 

In addition to the carriers and cruisers, 
the combatant ships to be inactivated in- 
clude 14 destroyers, nine submarines and 
one destroyer escort. The ships, together 
with their inactivation schedule, are:

One light aircraft carrier, USS Bataan, 
and a submarine, USS Guavina, will be 
reactivated during the same period, the 
Navy said, “to partially offset the effect 
of the lay-up program. Also, two new 
submarines, USS Grenadier and USS 
Grampus, are to be commissioned during 
the fiscal year. Both will be fast attack 
types, equipped with the snorkel breath- 
ing device. 

Large carriers, of which the Navy has 
three: the Coral Sea, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, and the Midway, will not be affected 
by the inactivation, nor will the number 
of battleships. Only one dreadnaught, the 
USS Missouri, is currently active with the 
fleet. 

Essex-class carriers will be reduced 
from five to three; small carriers, now 
numbering three, will be boosted by one; 
and escort carriers will be reduced from 
seven to four. 

The Navy will lose only one of its ten 
heavy cruisers, but the number of light 
cruisers will be cut in half. At present 
six of the latter are operating with the 
active fleet. 

The only two active antiaircraft cruis- 
ers, Spokane and Juneau, will be placed 
in the reserve fleet. 

Destroyers and destroyer types, now 
numbering 155, will be reduced to 140 by 
1 July of next year, and the 76 active 
submarines will drop to 70. 

At present the Navy has a total of 268 
combatant vessels on active duty. This 
figure will stand at 237_by next July.

Of the total combatant ships which will 
be inactivated, 15 will be removed from 
the already depleted Pacific Fleet, leaving 
approximately 82. The Atlantic Fleet, to 
be reduced by 20 combatant vessels, will 
maintain a force approximately twice the 
size of thai in the Pacific. 

Six of the smaller vessels will be trans 
ferred to Naval Districts for Reserve 
training purposes. More than half of the 
total number will be taken from the Pa- 
cific Fleet. 

Four years ago, on 1 July 1945, the 
Navy had 1,356 active combatant vessels, 
By 1 July of next year, this figure will 
have been reduced by more than one 
thousand.

Vice Adm. Aaron Stanton (Tip) Mer 
rill, USN-Ret., has accepted the chair- 
manship of the endowment committee of 
Jefferson Military College in Mississippl 
which won Nation-wide attention for its 
adamant refusal of a $50,000,000 “white 
supremacy” grant.

ith regard to the processing of physical 
disability retirement cases, with assur- 
ance of a just review and appeal pro- 
cedure. 

At the time the pay legislation was 
under discussion in Congress, it was re- 
vealed that a total of 11,794 Regular and 
35,927 Reserve officers of the Army, Navy, 
Air Force and Marine Corps were receiv- 
ing physical disability retirement pay. 
The total of 47,721 officers in this cate- 
gory received $150,000,000 a year. 

Significant changes in the Career Com- 
pensation Act include the following: 

A minimum of 30 per cent disability by 
Veterans Administration standards is re- 
quired. 

Provision is made for temporary disa- 
bility retirement with periodic reexami- 
nation for a period not to exceed five 
years. 

If the individual recovers and is judged 
fit for military service, there is restora- 
tion to the active list for regulars or those 
of the reserve components. 

Retired pay is based on percentage of 
disability, or 2% per cent times the years 
of service—to a maximum of 75 per cent. 

However, if the pay is based on length 
of service, there is no tax exemption, ex- 
cept for that portion of the pay which is 
equivalent to the percentage of estab- 
lished disability. 

Severance pay is provided for those par- 
tially recovered to less than 30 per cent 
disability and still unfit to perform duties. 

With regard to the effect of the law, 
an Army survey showed that among of- 
ficers previously retired for physical disa- 
bility and thus entitled to 75 per cent of 
the basic pay of their rank, only 37 per 
cent would have qualified for the maxi- 
mum 75 per cent retirement pay under 
the Career Compensation Act. Forty- 
seven per cent would have qualified for 
lesser amounts of retirement pay—vary- 
ing from 30 to 70 per cent. Thus, 84 per 
cent would be entitled to retirement pay 
benefits from 30 to 75 per cent. The re- 
maining 16 per cent would not have been 
eligible for any retirement benefits under 
the new bill. Instead, they would have 
been honorably discharged with sever- 
ance pay. 

However, under a savings clause in the 
bill all those on the retired list on the 
effective date of the new Act, 1 Oct., are 
protected against any loss in compensa- 
tion. Those who were retired prior to 1 
Oct. because of physical disability may 
continue to draw 75 per cent of their ac- 
tive duty pay based on the former pay 
schedules, or they may elect to receive 
the appropriate percentage of active duty 
pay under the new scales, whichever is 
the greater. In most cases those with 60 
Per cent or more disability would prob- 
ably profit through being paid under the 
new schedules, while those with rela- 
tively light disabilities and short service 
would receive more under the old scales. 

The Retired Pay Division of the Wash- 
ington Finance Office, U. S. Army, has 
sent the following memorandum to all 
retired personnel paid by that office: 
““Individuals retired for reasons other 
than disability: Retired pay check for 
October 1949 represents in full your new 
Pay effective 1 Oct. 1949 under the career 
Compensation Act of 1949. Any individual 
who at any time held satisfactorily a 

, Stade higher than that for which now 
being compensated will receive an addi- 
tional adjustment at a later date. War- 
rant officers, regardless of service, and en- 
listed men after 30 years’ service who 
served satisfactorily as commissioned of- 
ficers in World War I or at any other 
time, and not now being compensated for 
same, wiil receive full adjustments in the 
future, provided they are not employed 
by the U. S. Government in a civilian ca- 
pacity. If employed, such an individual 
should immediately contact this office for 
full information regarding dual compen- 
Sation restrictions when entitled to pay 
on account of commissioned sérvice. Ad- 
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vancement orders have not been received 
to date. The bill provides retired pay shall 
be computed at the rate of 2% per cen- 
tum of.the pay of the highest grade (in- 
cluding longevity) held satisfactorily 
multiplied by the number of years of ac- 
tual active duty performed. Many persons 
who heretofore drew full_retired pay of 
75 per centum and who did not have 30 
years’ actual service (excluding enlisted 
men drawing pay for the grade in which 
actually retired) will stand to lose in per- 
centage of active duty pay on this ac- 
count. Present pay is saved where new 
pay is less. 

“Individuals retired for disability or re- 
ceiving retired pay on account of disa- 
bility: The retired pay accounts will not 
be adjusted. The Act provides that the 
individual must elect to qualify for a disa- 
bility retirement under the restrictions 
imposed thereby. A five-year period is 
granted within which to qualify. All in- 
quiries relative to the action necessary to 
be taken by the individual in order to 
qualify and receive a possible increase in 
pay should be addressed to the Adjutant 
General of the service from which re- 
tired; i.e, Department of the Army of 
Department of the Air Force, both lo- 
cated in Washington 25, D. C. 

“Please do not address inquiries to the 
Washington Finance Office requesting ex- 
act data as to the computation of pay 
made in your case. The volume of work 
involved in a complete changeover of 
pay is such as to preclude replying to 
correspondence of this type at this time. 
At the close of the calendar year, each 
individual, who received pay for reasons 
other than disability, will be furnished a 
statement (U. S. Treasury Department 
Form W. 2) showing gross amount paid 
and the tax Withheld therefrom, from 
which it will be possible to ascertain the 
amount of the increases.”

General Muir S. Fairchild, USAF, Vice 
Chief of Staff, has expressed the belief 
that “for some years to comg” piloted air- 
craft will continue to be “the most uni- 
versally flexible combat devices,” al- 
though he added that guided missiles will 
serve specialized functions and gradually 
take over new fields as development 
continues. 

“When and where it is no longer neces- 
sary for the human eye to observe the 
target visually or by radar and no longer 
necessary to exercise human judgment 
within the aircraft, we can expect a sub- 
stantial switch to such automatic de- 
vices,” General Fairchild told the annual 
dinner of the Wings Club in New York 
City late last week. 

Recapitulating recent Air Force 
achievements, General Fairchild hailed 
the success in extending range and weight 
through improved performance and by 
new refueling techniques. He said that 
“considerable progress” 
made in production of a system for air 
refueling of fighter planes. 

“Although progress in air refueling has 
been somewhat overshadowed by the sur- 
prising performance of single airplanes,” 
Generai Fairchild said, “the ultimate ef- 
fect on air operations may be fully as 
profound as the effect of the develop- 
ment of sea refueling techniques on naval 
operations.” 
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First flight pictures of the Lockheed Aircraft Corporation’s swept-wing F-90 were 


released recently. The plane has been subjected to stiff flight tests at Muroc Dry 
Lake, Calif. The needle-nosed, twin-jet fighter has been designed as a penetration 
plane to fight deep within enemy territory. Powered by two J-34 axial flow jet engines 
with a thrust of approximately 3,000 pounds each, the F-90 has a wing span of 
approximately 40 feet. The wing sweepback is at a 35 degree angle. Overall length 
is about 55 feet, with a height at the tail of approximately 15 feet. Normal gross 
takeoff weight is approximately 26,000 pounds, which is comparable to a C-47 transport. 








AF Uniform Warning 


The Air Force has warned all person- 
nel against having the new uniform made 
or altered in order to get the snug, form- 
fitting effect customary in the past. 
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Restricts AF to 48-Groups 


President Truman has ordered Secre- 
tary of Defense Louis Johnson to “place 
in reserve” $615,000,000 of the $15,585,863,- 
498 appropriation for the Armed Services, 
thus restricting the Air Force to the 48- 
group strength sought in his initial budg- 
et instead of the 58 groups advocated 
by the House and agreed to_by the Senate. 

The Fiscal Year 1950 budget, which 
aetually went into effect as of 1 July, but 
was not signed until late last week, gives 
$4,380,644,298 to the Army, $4,928,928,200 
to the Navy and $6,081,141,000 to the Air 
Force. 

The President said it was necessary to 
maintain the Air Force at the 48-group 
strength to keep the military establish- 
ment in balance. He said this strength 
is in conformity with demands of foreign 
policy and domestic economy 

“Action at this time by the Congress in 
increasing authorizations for the Air 
Force by over $615,000,000,” said the Presi- 
dent, “could have a serious effect on our 
ability to maintain balanced military 
forces in subsequent years. 

“Although these increased authoriza- 
tions would have comparatively little ef- 
fect upon military expenditures in the 
current fiscal year,” he explained, “the 
fact that they are largely for the pro- 
curement of aircraft would have a serious 
effect on expenditures in the future.” 

The President added: “As additional 
aircraft authorized by this act were de- 
livered, we should have to make corres- 
ponding provisions for additional person- 
nel to man them, for higher maintenance 
and operating costs and for greater re- 
placement ;costs. 

“The present authorization would thus 
be merely the first step in an expanding 
program which would have to be sup- 
ported by greatly increased appropria- 
tions in the future.” 

The President’s action, which in effect 
“vetoed” a part of the appropriations bill, 
will reduce the number of new aircraft 
to be purchased by the Air Force in fis- 
cal 1950 from 1800 to about 1400. 

Until recently, the Air Force had 54 
groups: two heavy bomb, 13 medium 
bomb, six strategic recon, one tactical 
recon, seven troop carrier, 20 day fighter, 
three all-weather fighter and two light 
bomb. 

Under the 48-group program, the Air 
Force has two heavy bomb (B-36s); 13 
medium bomb (B-50s and B-29s); five 
strategic recon (RB-36s, RB-50s and RB- 
29s); one tactical recon (RF-80s, RB-26s); 
six troop carrier (C-82s and C-54s) 17 
day fighter (F-5l1s, F-80s, F-47s, F-84s 
and F-86s); three all-weather fighter 
(F-82s and F-61s); and one light bomb 
(B-45s and B-26s). 

However, it is planned to increase the 
number of heavy bomb groups from two 
to four and decrease the number of me- 
dium bomb groups from 13 to 11. The 
total of 15 heavy and medium bomb 
groups is one more than the 14 origi- 


“nally proposed in the President’s budget 


message. The 48 group basis is retained 
by cutting the number of strategic recon- 
naissance groups from six to five. 








Cites Need For Unification 


In order to solve the Nation’s defense 
problems, it is necessary to have “unified 
direction of integrated effort,” Secretary 
of the Air Force W. Stuart Symington de 
clared this week. 

He told the 61st annual meeting of the 
National Paint, Varnish and Lacquer As- 
sociation in Atlantic City, N. J., that two 
mistakes made after World War I are not 
being repeated today. 

“First,” said Secretary Symington, “we 
no longer seek peace through self-inflict- 
ed military weakness. 

“Second, we no longer doubt the im- 
portance of air power as an instrument 
of modern warfare.” 

He noted that approximately 52 per 
cent of the current military budget is for 
the Air Force and for Naval aviation. 

Emphasizing the need for unification, 
Secretary Symington maintained that 
“decisions at the top level of our Govern- 
ment must be made by officials charged 
by law with specific authority for those 
decisions. Those officials must have com- 
mensurate authority to make decisions, 
based on the best available information 
and professional advice.” 

He said that as part of the defense plan 
“we must determine the military job that 
might have to be done and how it would 
have to be done. Against that plan,” con- 
tinued Secretary Symington, “we must 
provide military forces for specific tasks 
—forces of the right kind, in the right 
amount, to act at the right time and the 
right place—as called for in the over-all 
plan.” 





Colonel Belshe Appointed 


Col. Thomas M. Belshe has just been 
appointed Vice-President of Lear, Inc, 
manufacturer of aircraft instruments and 
electronic systems.

Jet Squadron Record 


Establishment of an unofficial record 
for hours flown by a jet squadron in 30 
consecutive days has been claimed by the 
jet unit at Tyndall AFB, Fla. 

The squadron completed 1200 hours of 
jet flying time within 30 days, breaking 
the former unofficial record of 1180 hours 
set by the 65th Squadron of the 57th 
Fighter Group recently while stationed in 
Alaska. The new record is claimed by the 
6lst Jet Fighter Squadron of the 56th 
Group.

(Continued from First Page) 
oped and introduced to using organiza- 
tions, new operating techniques must be 
developed to obtain the maximum value 
from these equipments. In conducting 
operational suitability tests, the ultimate 
goal is to determine whether the equip- 
ment meets newly established require- 
ments or is an improvement over existing 
equipments. Obviously, to reach this ulti- 
mate goal the equipment must be used 
in the optimum manner. It may, there- 
fore, be seen that operational techniques 
are developed concurrently with opera- 
tional suitability tests. 

Briefly, testing by the Air Proving 
Ground is accomplished on the basis of 
the following: (1) Testing is the primary 
mission; (2) Personnel participating in 
the tests are representative Air Force 
personnel; (3) A nucleus of scientific ex- 
perts are aavilable to record, collect, 
analyze and evaluate test results; (4) 
Testing procedures are flexible but follow 
a standardized trend so that similar items 
are subjected to standard tests; (5) Re- 
ports are prepared in a systematic man- 
ner; (6) Testing is unhampered by 
restrictive technical or operational regu- 
lations or by Technical Orders. . 

In conducting operational suitability 
tests and in developing operational tech- 
niques, the results of tests must be me- 
chanically recorded to verify personal 
observations. The Air Proving Ground 
accomplishes this by instrumentation 
which in no way distracts from the nor- 
mal operation of the equipments. The 
performance of an item is measured and 
at the same time operating procedures are 
observed. By isolating personnel and 
equipment errors, recommendations can 
be made to correct either equipment defi- 
ciencies or errors in operating techniques. 

To accomplish the mission of the Prov- 
ing Ground and to implement its respon- 
sibilities, facilities are available at: Eglin 
Field, Fla.; Ladd Field, Alaska; Aber- 
deen, Md.; Edgewood, Md.; and Muroc 
Air Force Base, Calif. The latter three 
installations are concerned primarily with 
the testing of ordnance and chemical 
weapons which have been developed by 
the ground forces for employment by the 
air arm. At Eglin Field, Air Force de- 
signed materiel and equipments are tested 
operationally under temperate conditions 
and statistically under all climatic condi- 
tions. At Ladd Field these materiel and 
equipment are tested operationally under 
extreme low temeprature conditions. 

The Air Proving Ground consists of 
slightly less than half a million acres in 
northwest Florida, bordering the Gulf of 
Mexico. Within its bounds are 10 satellite 
airdromes and 50 land and water ranges 
for bombing, gunnery, launching sites and 
demonstrations. There are technical facil- 
ities available for maintaining air- 
craft and related equipments, arma- 
ment, electronics, photographic, guided 
missiles and miscellaneous equipments. 
The Measurement and Analysis Branch, 
Climatic Hangar, Proof Test Group and 
Guided Missiles Group dominate the test- 
ing facilities. The facilities are utilized 
to implement programs prepared by the 
Proof Test, Arctic and Climatic Divisions 
of the Deputy for Operations. The testing 
activities are supported by the Air Prov- 
ing Ground Command, Deputies for Mate- 
riel and Personnel, the Comptroller, the 
Inspector General, and the Air Installa- 
tions, Maintenance and Supply, and Sta- 
tion Medical Groups. 

To be a good test representative of a 
using agnecy one must possess a reason- 
able knowledge of the operational plans 
of the using organization. This is accom- 
Plished by personal liaison. In order that 
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the Air Force combat commands receive 
the maximum benefit from tests, they are 
called upon to comment on test programs 
and when possible to observe and/or par- 
ticipate in the actual testing. Frequently 
all testing is accomplished by the using 
agency under the supervision of the Air 
Proving Ground. By actually participating 
in a project, the using commands become 
familiar with the types of test items be- 
fore they reecive their table of organiza- 
tion equipments. 

The facilities of the Air Proving Ground 
are at the disposal of all Air Force Com- 
mands. Channels of communication be- 
tween major commands are established; 
therefore, frequent contact is desirable 
and necessary. By this contact the Air 
Proving Ground can be of maximum bene- 
fit in doing its share toward accomplish- 
ing the mission of the Air Force. 

United States Air Force units are pre- 
pared for any emergency not only because 
they have unexcelled training and fight- 
ing spirit, but also because their fighting 
tools have been proven as the most com- 
bat-worthy equipment this country can 
produce, and because they have been 
shown how to use these tools most effi- 
ciently. The Air Proving Ground will con- 
tinue its efforts to insure the combat- 
worthiness of United States Air Force 
weapons. 





Air Force Boards 

The Air Force Selection board consider- 
inge officers for permanent promotions to 
the ranks of lieutenant colonel, major and 
captain is still in session, Air Force offi- 
cials reported this week. 

Approximately 850 will be considered

HIRTY-ONE years ago next Friday, on 11 Nov. 1918, a jubilant nation welcomed 

the first Armistice Day. The American Expeditionary Force under the incom- 
parable leadership of General John J. Pershing had brought to a victorious con- 
clusion a great World War, the most disastrous that history had recorded up to that 
time. The first Armistice Day brought bright hopes of a world at peace, a world 
in which all major international conflicts would be outlawed. A prolonged era of 
peace and goodwill appeared at hand. Since then a greater and deadlier war has 
dashed such hopes. It has been followed by an uneasy peace and the grim specter 
of World War III haunts the chancelleries of the world. The thirty-first annual 
observance of Armistice Day next Friday will be subdued by the practical realiza- 
tion that, far from being outlawed, global war is still a distinct possibility, and that, 
if it comes, it will be vastly more devastating than any conflict which has ever 
rocked this troubled planet. In less than four years after the German surrender on 
the first Armistice Day our country disregarded the warnings of General Pershing 
and other military leaders and accepted the prevalent belief that wars were obsolete. 
Much of our powerful Navy was scrapped. Our great Army was reduced to a skele- 
ton force, inadequate to garrison our oversea’ outposts, to man our seacoast de- 
fenses and to provide detachments for our scattered military installations. Scarcely 
any funds were appropriated for the development of the potentialities of air power. 
Decades of neglect of our military defenses led directly to the debacle at Pearl 
Harbor. To prevent a recurrence of such a disastrous sequence we must keep strong. 
While we must utilize every agency of diplomacy to avoid a future war, we must 
also accept the lesson of history that should a major war occur anywhere in the 
world our involvement is inescapable. Therefore, we must steadfastly resist any 
temptation to weaken our Military Establishment, even for the undoubted ad- 
vantage of a balanced budget. In paying tribute to General Pershing and his World 
War I comrades on Armistice Day next week Americans will do well to consider 
the implications of current events and make National Security their major concern. 


NE of the first, and certainly one of the most important, duties of Admiral 

Forrest P. Sherman, new Chief of Naval Operations, will be the restoration 
of Navy morale. The recent Congressional hearings in the Navy-Air Force con- 
troversy were the direct result of published correspondence of senior flag officers, 
declaring that morale of Naval personnel had seriously deteriorated. The testimony 
adduced by the House Committee did nothing to remedy this situation. The sum- 
mary removal of Admiral Denfeld from his post as Chief of Naval Operations could 
not be expected to add to the esprit of his loyal subordinates. If the admirals were 
correct a month ago in expressing alarm over the low morale of the Navy, then 
there is abundant reason to be much more concerned today. Under the circumstances 
Secretary of the Navy Francis P. Matthews should direct the new Chief of Naval 
Operations to proceed at once with corrective measures. Fortunately Admiral 
Sherman is ideally qualified for the difficult task. He is a veteran Naval aviator with 
a brilliant war record. The Admiral is a firm believer in unification and was one 
of the architects of the original National Security Act. He is not involved in the 
current controversy that occasioned the removal of his predecessor, Admiral Den- 
feld. The new chief is intelligent, resolute and resourceful, with the highest pro- 
fessional qualifications. He has a talent for co-operation and works exceedingly well’ 
in a group, but at the same time is forthright in expressing his views. His appoint- 
ment is a guarantee that as a member of the Joint Chiefs of Staff he will vigorously 
oppose any curtailment of the statutory or traditional functions of the Navy. 
Constructive leadership should soon restore that traditional esprit so charac- 
teristic of the men and women of our glorious Navy. . 


HE action of the President in impounding funds appropriated by Congress for 

procurement of military aircraft will delay appreciably the attainment of a 
70-Group Air Force. The President’s budget carried funds and contract authoriza- 
tions for the current fiscal year in amounts sufficient to provide for only 48 groups. 
The House of Representatives was so impressed with the necessity for immediate 
steps to provide a larger Air Force that it authorized funds and contract obligations 
. for 58 groups. The Senate cut the program to the President’s figure. However, in 
conference, after a long discussion, the House prevailed onthe Senate to accept the 
higher amount. It is particularly noteworthy that on reconsideration of this item 
every member of the House present, with a single exception, voted funds for 58 air 
groups. Nevertheless, the President has directed that no expenditures be made and 
no obligations incurred beyond those necessary for 48 groups. This action is ex- 
tremely disappointing to those who believe we are dangerously weak in air power, 
in comparison with that of our only potential enemy. The reasoned judgment of our 
military leaders, backed by the recommendations of both the joint Congressional 
study and the President’s own commission on air policy, is that a 70-Group Air 
Force is the minimum peacetime strength essential to our National Security. We 
are far below this number now and prudence would appear to dictate that we should 
attain that strength, with the requisite ground and sea forces to work with it, as 
soon as may be reasonably practicable. 
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Combat Disability ° 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


It was with great pleasure that I read 
your editorial in the 29 Oct. issue. You 
are the only one who has brought to light 
the plight of the combat disabled officer. 
I find it hard to believe that Congress 
deliberately meant to ignore the few who 
had lost sight and limbs in battle. 

I lost my right leg, due to wounds 
suffered in Germany in 1945, The Veter- 
ans Administration rates my disability at 
50%. This disqualifies me for any pay in- 
crease under the new bill. An employer, 
today, isn’t interested in the fact that you 
gave a limb for your country, but only in 
your ability to compete with an able- 
bodied man. 

Congratulations on your success in 
championing the new pay bill. Fight the 
good fight for the few of us, because we 
are but a small voice in the dark.

Retired Pay Problem 


Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


Colonel Reeder’s excellent letter in your 
29 Oct. issue poses the question: Why 
were the thirty year people given prefer- 
ential treatment in the new pay bill? 

Prior to the new bill, there were four 
groups on the retired lists whose pay 
rates.were computed at 75% of active 
duty pay: (1) Thirty years’ service; (2) 
Retirement for physical disability; (3) 
Specially commended for conduct in com- 
bat; and (4) Officers with World War I 
service. 

Each member of the four groups re- 
tired in accordance with a specific pro- 
vision of law, with the expectation that 
his retired pay would be proportionately 
increased whenever active duty rates 
were increased. This expectation—in- 
ducive in many cases—was based on es- 
tablished precedent; the Government, ad- 
mittedly, was not legally bound by 
contract with any one of the groups, in 
any event the Constitutional prohibition 
against impairment of contract does not 
apply to the Federal Government (only 
to the States). 

The Government, however, had a moral 
obligation to each of the four groups; a 
moral obligation dictated by public policy: 
keep the implied promise and thus en- 
courage others to serve well and faith- 
fully in the future, in war and peace, in 
varying capacities, from Stateside desks 
to combat. 

Comes now the denouement, the new 
pay bill arbitrarily- cuts off the implied 
promises made to groups (2), (3), and (4), 
but honors the promise made to group (1). 

If the rules of the game are to be 
changed, after the war is won, they 
should be made to apply to all four 
groups.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Plans are going forward rapidly for the immediate rearmament 
af western European democracies and other friendly foreign countries under the 
Arms Aid Program recently enacted by the Congress. Appropriated funds and con- 
tract authorizations approved by Congress for this purpose amount to $1.314 billion. 

Requests have been received from Atlantic Pact countries and other nations 
benefited by the program for considerable amounts of armament. These lists are 
now under study by representatives of the State and Defense Departments. Some 
gf the weapons and equipment requested will be supplied from surplus and reserve 
stocks of American Armed Forces. The greater part will be procured from American 
munitions manufacturers. Some of the funds appropriated will be utilized in the 
rehabilitation and development of munitions industries in the countries concerned, 
so that it will be unnecessary for the United States to supply this materiel for an 
tndefinite period. 

At a meeting in London this week representatives of eleven of the twelve At- 
lantic Pact countries held preliminary meetings to arrange the details for stocking 
the military arsenal of the nations joined in common defense against a possible 
aggressor. Of the signers of the treaty only Iceland, which has no armed force and 
no munitions industry, was unrepresented. . 

The London conference formed a Military Supply and Production Board to co- 
ordinate the munitions production program of the member nations. The Board will 
get up a staff of production and supply experts in London to study the problems of 
arming and equipping Atlantic Pact countries, with special reference to the co- 
ardination of the individual requirements of each country with the collective security 
af the entire group. 

The Board chose as its first chairman Mr. N. E. Halaby of the United States 
Department of Defense. In opening the first meeting Mr. Halaby said: 

“We have before us a great opportutilty to demonstrate to a weary and watch- 
img world that men who distinguish proudly between right and wrong can, with 
God’s help, co-operate to produce adequately and supply the necessary forces for 
freedom. We in America feel very strongly about this treaty. This partnership for 
ee defense of freedom must work. We are determined to do our part in making 

work.” 

At another meeting in London this week the Chiefs of Staff of thé armies of 
Great Britain, Norway and Denmark met to organize a Northern European regional 
planning headquarters. This organization is one of five being formed to deal with 
specific problems of defense in certain areas. Admiral W. H. P, Blandy, Commander 
of the Atlantic Fleet, was designated this wegk to represent the United States as 
@ member of the North Atlantic Ocean regional planning group, which will plan 
the defenses of the ocean areas covered by the Atlantic Pact. 

A sub-committee of the United Nations this week made recommendations for 
settling the future of the former Italian colonies in North Africa, a question which 
has vexed the world powers ever since the close of the war. Under the proposals 
sponsored by the special 21-nation sub-committee Libya would be granted complete 
independence on 1 Jan. 1952. Italian Somaliland would continue under the adminis- 
tration of Italy, supervised by the Trusteeship Council of the United Nations, until 
1 Jan. 1950, at which time it would be made independent. The group was undecided 
about Eritrea, and recommended that a 5-nation committee be sent to that country 
to investigate and report on conditions, The recommendations of the sub-committee 
must receive the approval of the full Political Committee and the affirmative vote 
of two-thirds of the members of the General Assembly to become effective. Because 
of the diverse political interests involved it appears unlikely that the proposals will 
muster enough support at this time to insure adoption. 

The influence of the United Nations finally made itself felt this week in the es- 
tablishment of the new Federated Republic of Indonesia. Dutch rule over Java and 
other islands in the East Indies comes to an end after more than 300 years. The 
Netherlands government granted to the new state full and complete independence 
effective by the end of this year. The only link between Holland and the new govern- 
ment will be the recognition of Queen Juliana as the sovereign of both countries. 
Since the Dutch queen is a constitutional monarch this will mean only the preserva- 
tion of the form, and not the substance of allegiance, and the new republic will 
exercise complete and independent sovereignty. The Dutch agree to remove all 
their troops from Indonesia within a year, unless other arrangements are made by 
both parties. 

Clashes of border guards along the Yugoslav-Hungarian frontier have increased 
the bitterness between those two Balkan countries. Budapest charges that a platoon 
af 30 or 40 Yugoslav’soldiers crossed the boundary and cut a protective barbed wire 
fence on Hungarian soil. Hungary claims that the raiders were driven off by gun- 
fire with no casualties-on either side. The Yugoslav version is that Hungarian troops 
fired across the border on a 220-yard front, using automatic weapons and hand 
grenades. Marshal Tito has called up a number of reserve officers, as well as spe- 
Gialists and technicians, to strengthen Yugoslav defenses. 

{n apparent retaliation for the expulsion of two American embassy attaches 
from Czechoslovakia the United States has expelled two Czech diplomats from this 
country. The action taken by the Communist government of Czechoslavakia against 
members of the American embassy staff is one aspect of the turmoil in that country. 
Thousands of Czech citizens have been imprisoned or pressed into forced labor at 
the mines for no apparent reason, except, perhaps, because they were unsympathetic 
toward the present regime. The government has taken over complete control of all 
churches and has made the pastors civil servants. This action was undoubtedly taken 
as a reprisal against the Roman Catholics, who have been vigorous in their opposi- 
tion to Communism in Czechoslovakia, as well as elsewhere. 

In England the Labor government bill to limit further the dwindling power of 
the House of Lords passed the Commons by a resounding majority. Its effect would 
be to restrict the power of the Lords to delay passage of a bill to one year, instead 
af two, as at present. This will make possible the nationalization of the steel industry 
before the five-year term of office of the present Labor government expires next 

July. The Lords had long delayed action on the law to effect this result. 
' Generalissimo Francisco Franco, dictator of Spain, has completed a state visit to 
Portugal, which has apparently strengthened the ties between these two countries. 
While results of the visit have not been announced current rumors in European 
diplomatic circles are that Spain has requested Portugal to propose an agreement 
between the Franco government and the western democracies. Generalissimo 
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Franco is reported t6 have told Premier Antonio de Oliviera Salazar of Portugai 
that Spain would aid the west in afiy war against Russia in exchange for financial 
assistance from America. Portugal as @ member of the Atlantic Pact would be in 
a position to transmit Spain’s offer to the other powers. 

In China United States Consul General Angus Ward at Mukden and four mem- 
bers of his staff are being held by the Communists for trial by a so-called “peoples’ 
court” on charges of having beaten up a former employe. The absurdity of the 
charges is evident from the fact that both the consulate and the residence com- 
pound of the Americans have:been under heavy and continuous Communist guard 
for the past year. 


Public Information Unification Move—A new move towards increased unifica- 
Yon of public information activities at the Pentagon was initiated this week when 

officers of the Army, Navy and Air Force were given assignments with the news 
desks of other services. Thus, an Army captain is working on Navy queries and 
preparing Navy releases, a Navy lieutenant commander, who is an aviator, is de 
tailed to the Air Force desk; and an Air Force WAF captain is assigned to the 
answering of Army questions. The innovation, officials explain, is to enhance the 
inter-service education program. 

Marine Corps Attitude—Recent addresses by top civilian and military leaders 
of the Nation which have lauded the Services of “soldiers, sailors and airmen” have 
aroused some concern among Marine Corps personnel. Marine Corps officials contend, 
as did their commandant, General Clifton B. Cates in recent Congressional testimony, 
that the Congress established the Marine Corps as a Service. They feel that the 
use of the word “Marines” should not be omitted when reference is made to “soldiers, 
sailors and airmen.” It is believed that such recognition of the Marine Corps’ role 
in public addresses would provide an important morale factor for men and women 
of this Service. 


Advanced Pay Regulation—The Army, Navy, and Air Force shortly will issue 
regulations implementing Public Law 318, which provides that upon permanent 
change of station, military personnel may be paid in advance up to three months 
of their pay. . 

This law provides also that personnel may have their pay and emoluments ad- 
vanced when on duty at distant stations where these cafitict be disbursed regularly. 
Army officials said the regulation is expected early this miorth. 


Marine Corps Birthday—Traditional cake-cutting ceremonies at various Marine 
installations throughout the world will be the only method of “official” celebration 
next week when the Corps observes its 174th birthday. In keeping with the policy 
of the other services, which have dispensed with individual celebrations im favor of 
a combined Armed Forces Day, the Marine Corps will celebrate quietly and un- 
obtrusively for the first titme since it was founded on 10 Nov. 1775. 

In a message to his command, General Clifton B. Cates, Marine Corps Com- 
. Since the American Revolw 
tion have contributed a substantial share to the development and preservation of 
ow Nation as a true champion of liberty and a staunch advocate of peace among 
meni This sacred heritage is ours to foster for the rest of our days,” he said. “We 
must prove ourselves equal to the task by accepting and accomplishing the missions 
assigned to the Marine Corps under existing legislation with the same thoroughness 
and sincerity of purpose that has guided the efforts of those who have preceded 
us in the Corps.” 


Use of Air Maif—Selling users of first class mail and parcel post services on 
the value of air mail and air parcel post would do much to make the word 
“deficit” a forgotten term in the postal service, Robert Ramspeck, Executivé Vice 
President of the Air Transport Association, told the annual convention of the 
National Association of Postmasters’ meeting in Chicago, 1 Nov. 

He credited much of the results of joint airline-Post Office promotional campaign 
on air parcel post, which produced twice the anticipated volume during the first 
year of service, to the fine cooperation of postal personnel. However, Mr. Ramspeck 
pointed out, more could be done. He said: “The potential use of air postal service 
has hardly been realized because of the feeling that air service is not available 
to communities not directly served by airports. However, today there are 507 cities 
in the U.S. directly served by scheduled airmail flights. Most of the remaining 
39,500. post offices are within a comparatively short distance by surface transport 
from one of those 507 points. Postal employes of the 39,500 post offices can and should 
sell the citizens of their communities on the advantages of such connecting service, 
and prove to them that the air postal service pattern is available to everyone. 
Such activity would greatly increase the use of this service, and thus increase 
postal revenues.” 


Provost Marshal General—Provost Marshals of Army Areas in the United States, 
the Military District of Washington and overseas commands will meet at the Mili- 
tary Police School at Camp Gordon, Ga., from 14 to 19 Nov., to discuss current 
operations and new policies. Maj. Gen. Edwin P. Parker, The Provost Marshal 
General will confer with the Provost Marshals and during the meeting will present 
an over-all analysis of the part played by Provost Marshals and Military Police in 
implémenting Army policy with respect to military justice. 


Army Veterinary Corps--Col. John L. Owens, VC, has been assigned as new 
director of the Bepartment of Veterinary Service, Medical Field Service School, 
Brooke Army Medical Center, Fort Sam Houston, Texas. He replaces Col. R. W. 
Mohri who recently was named veterinarian of the Second Army, Fort George G. 
Meade, Md. 


Japanese War Crimes Trials—A report from General Headquarters of the Far 
East Command reveals that 4,200 Japanese have been convicted of war crimes since 
the end of the war. Of this number, more than 700 were executed, while about 2,500 
are now sérving prison terms. The remainder have completed their sentences and 
are now free. 

Col. Alva Carpenter supervised the pre-trial investigations as head of the FEC 
Legal Section. Chief of the Investigation Division was Lt. Col. R. E. Rudisill. 


Charity Plan Adopted—At Keesler AFB, Miss., Brig. Gen. James F. Powell has 
instituted a plan for the coordinated collection of charity contributions. In the past, 
at least 12 separate campaigns have been conducted at Keesler. The average contri- 
butions over the year have totaled $23,000. Under the new plan, reported in operation 
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at several other air bases, a Keesler AFB Central Charity Fund wili bé éstablished, 
under control of a Charity Council. General Powell said in an open letter to all 
personnel that “each airman is expected to donate just one penny 4 day to this 
Central Charity Fund, each civilian member of the Base one and one-half cents per 
ddy, and each officer two cents per day.” The Charity Council will pro-rate the dona- 
tions to the various charitable organizations. * 

General Powell, referring to the many worthy campaigns each year, said “we 
would be infinitely better off it we had some central collecting agency established 
to regulate all these donations and contributions—thereby ridding ourselves of 
repeated pressurized campaigns for individual and separate charitable drives.” The 
plan woitld result in the collection of about $32,000 a year, according to reports from 
the base. 


ConAC Surgeon Retires—Brig. Gen. Michael G. Healy, Surgeon of the Con- 
tinental Air Command, Mitchel AFB, N. Y., was retired 31 Oct., closing a 31-year 
career in the Army Medical Corps, and later as a pioneer flight surgeon in the 
Air Force. 


Army Medical Departmient—A two-day conference for chiefs of medical services 
of all Army hospitals in the European Command and US. Forces, Austria, opened 
% Oct. at the EUCOM Medical Center in Munich. 

The professional program, consisting of prepared medical papers, case presenta- 
tions and general discussions, was presented by the staff of the Medical Center, 
augmented by talks by. Col. Roger G. Prettiss, jr. EUCOM medical consultant and 
Lt. Col. Hans Lowenbach, EUCOM Neuropsychiatric consultant. 

Other principal speakers included Col. Robert T. Gants, chief of surgical service; 
Lt. Col. William D. Preston, assistant chief of Medical Service; Lt. Col. Joseph M. 
Cameron, chief of neurosurgery; and Capt. Joseph L. Curry, assistant chief of X-ray; 
all are from the EUCOM Medical Center. 

Col. Jahn Bohlender, commanding officer of the Center, welcomed the Army 
doctors. Discussion groups were led by Col. William S. George, chief of Medical 
Service at the Center and Maj. Marshall Groover, chief of Medical Service at the 
130th Station Hospital at Heidelberg. 


Finance Department—More than 80 officers and distinguished visitors from 
Europe, the Middle East and the United States gathered in Garmisch, Bavaria—deep 
in the Alps of Southern Germany—last month for the first Finance conference in 
Europe since the end of hostilities. Principal participant in the conference was the 
Army Chief of Finance, Maj. Gen. Eugene M. Foster, who had come from Washington 
especially for the parley. 

The conference, believed to be the largest gathering of Finance Department 
ofieers ever held outside the United States, was attended by virtually all field grade 
Finance Department officers in the European Command, and senior Air Force Finance 
officers in Europe, besides U. S. Army Finanee officers from Rome, Paris, London, 
Trieste, Ankara and Cairo. Col. Harry E. Reed of the New York Regional Audit Office 
was a guest speaker. 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—The Medical Symposium sponsored by the 
‘Surgeon General of the Navy for all District Medical and Dental officers, Medical 
‘Officers in Command of Naval Hospitals, Dental Officers in Command of Dental 
‘Clini¢s and other medical and dental activities, to be held 7-8-9 Nov. at the National 
‘Naval Medical Center is creating much interest among the Navy medical department 
‘personnel. Rear Adm. Lamont Pugh, Deputy and Assistant Chief of the Bureau of 
‘Medicine and Surgery will be the Chairman of the Symposium. Rear Adm. M. D. 
‘Willeutts, Commanding the Center, will welcome the conferees and the Surgeon 
‘Genergl, ‘Rear Adm. C. A. Swanson, will give a “Position Report with special refer- 
ence ‘to ‘the Bureau’s viewpoint on Unification.” Among the highlights will be the 
joint Army-Navy-Air Force meeting at which time Dr. Richard L. Meiling, Director 
of Medical Services, Office of the Secretary of Defense, will speak on “Joint Medical 
Problems.” 


Army Dental Corps—Lt. Col. Charles M. Farber, DC, Chief, Dental Professional 
Program Section, Personnel Division, Office of the Army Surgeon General, returned 
‘to ‘Washington ‘28 Oct. from a 19-day trip through the Southwest where he visited 
Several dental schools and addressed senior dental students relative to the Army 
Senior Dental. Student Program, and active duty with the Army Dental Corps after 
graduation. 


Emphasize ‘Airborne Training—Coincident with recent Congressional testimony 
by General Omar:N.;Bradley, Chairman, Joint Chiefs of Staff, and General J. Lawton 
Collins, Army. Chief, of:Staff, concerning the need for additional training in airborne 
operations, it,is disclosed that “air mobility” maneuvers will reach a peacetime high 
during fiseal year:1950. 

Major Army exercise,of the year will be “Operation Tarheel” at Ft. Bragg, N. C., 
during April and’May.whichk will see more than 30,000 troops in action. The Army’s 
crack 82d Airborne’ Division at Ft. Bragg, pioneer American division in air mobility 
achievement, andthe 11th Airborne Divigfon from Camp Campbell, Ky., returned 
to the United States. recently from service in Japan, are to participate in the largest 
Single peacetime airborne maneuvers in Army history. 

There were reports: this week that an Air Force general may be named to com- 
mand “Tarheel.” In: the, past, some Army leaders have expressed hopes that the 
Air Force would devote more attention and divert more planes to airborne operations. 
In his farewell report upon retiring as Chief, Army Field Forces, General Jacob L. 
Devers last month urged that troop carrier strength of the Air Force be brought 
More in line with Army requirements. The assignment of an Air Force general to 
Command an operation in which Army strength predominates would, it is believed, 
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show increasing Air Force participation in probleffi§ telating-to the air mobility of 
troops. 

In this regard, a permanent Joint Operations Center has been established at 
Pope AFB, N. C., where the Army and the Air Force are to coordinate intricate 
development and training for air mobility operations and for tactical air support. 

The last major °air mobility maneuver was the movement of a regiment from 
Frankfurt to Furstenfelbruck during the recent “Operation Harvest” in Germany. 
During the current fiscal year, there will be other air mobility maneuvers in addition 
to the gigantic “Tarheel” operation. And it is expected that in future years, training 
in airborne techniques involving both the assault and supply phases will be greatly 
intensified. Presumably, future amphibious maneuvers and other type training 
operations will be broadened to include exercises in concurrent attack by air, when- 
ever possible. The likelihood is also that airborne training for cold climate areas will 
be expanded. 

Last year, elements of the 82d Airborne Division participated in “Operation Snow- 
drop” at Pine Camp, N. Y. Originally, it had been announced that this maneuver 
would be duplicated this year, but latest reports are that these tentative plans have 
been cancelled. 

But with the establishment of the Joint Operations Center and with the forth- 
coming “Tarheel” maneuvers, plus the inclusion of airborne phases in other Service 
maneuvers already planned, it is apparent that General Collins’ emphasis on air 
mobility training in his Congressional testimony is being translated from planning 
stages to actual implementation in field exercises. 


“Kaiser” Is Dead—“Kaiser,” famous Signal Corps pigeon who was captured from 
the Germans in the First World War and lived to be the oldest military pigeon in 
history, died 31 Oct. at Fort Monmouth, N. J., at the age of 32—equivalent to a human 
being of 160. Although pigeons are monogamous, Kaiser lived so long he had eight 
mates. He sired 103 offspring. Kaiser’s remains were sent to the Smithsonian Institute 
in Washington, D. C. 


Medical Follow-up System—A patient follow-up system, designed to improve 
doctor-patient relationship in the Army has been announced by Maj. Gen. R. Ww. 
Bliss, Army Surgeon General. The system provides a medical follow-up card on 
which doctors may receive information concerning the care and disposition of 
patients with whom they have lost official connection. 

The card, self-addressed on the reverse side, is filled out by the medical officer 
who wants the information, and then accompanies the patient’s records to his next 
hospital. Besides the patient’s name, grade, and serial number, spaces are provided 
for a report on the diagnosis and condition on arrival, subsequent therapy and 
progress, and probable or final disposition. There is also space for the “remarks or 
recommendations” of the medical officer under whose care the patient has come. 
The card may also be utilized by transferred medical officers who want to know 
the disposition of patients remaining. The card will serve a special purpose for 
doctors at overseas medical installations. Follow-up information on a patient who 
is evacuated to the United States for extended or highly specialized care, may now 
be returned to the younger doctor who wants to know the accuracy of his diagnosis 
and the effectiveness of the treatment he prescribed.

Colonel Swalwell, a veteran member of the 
staff of Maj. Gen. William H. Tunner, both 
in the China-Burma-India Theatre campaign 
and more recently during the Berlin Airlift, 
has distinguished himself as an airport engi- 
neer for air transport operations. 

Colonel Swalwell’s Army experience ex- 
tends back to 1914 when he was first sworn 
in and assigned to the 8th Cavalry. Later, he 
joined the 15th Cavalry in the Philippines 
and in 1917 he served with the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces in France until the Armis- 
tice, and upon completion of a tour of duty 
with the Army of Occupation, he returned 
to the States in 1919. 

In 1921, Colonel Swalwell was released from 
active duty and returned to school, subse- 
quently graduating from The Cooper Union 
School of Technology in 1925 where he at- 
tained a B.S. degree and a rating as a Pro- 
fessional Civil Engineer. From 1935 to 1941 he 
was president of The Carsen Construction 
Company and during his career he was instru- 
mental in the design and construction of a 
number of well-known buildings throughout 
the United States. 

In July of 1942, the Colonel was recalled to 
active service as a 1st Lieutenant and served 
as the Assistant Port Engineer at the New 
York Port of Embarkation where he re- 
mained until February 1943, at which time he 
was promoted to Captain and assigned to the 
Construction Division in the Office of the 
Chief of Engineers. 

Overseas as a Major and then later as a Lt. 





Colonel, he aided in the construction and de- 
sign of air fields for the Air Transport Com- 
mand throughout the China-Burma-India 
theatre. For expediting the construction of 
this strategic life-line of airports, Colonel 
Swalwell received commendations from both 
General Wedemeyer, USFCT, and from Lt. 
General Stratemeyer, then Commanding Gen- 
eral of the CBI. His meritorious service was 
also recognized in China as was indicated 
when he received the Chinese War Memorial 
Badge and the Special Breast Order of Yun 
Hui from the Chinese government. 

Colonel Swalwell returned from the CBI in 
late 1945 and after a year and a half of civil- 
ian life he came back to active duty as Air 
Installations Officer in Bermuda. It was dur- 
ing his Bermuda tour that he became Chief 
of the Air Installations section of the Com- 
bined Air Lift Task Force. 

Until his sudden death as a result of a coro- 
nary heart attack following his decoration, he 
was destined to leave Bermuda in November 
for a new assignment. 

Funeral services for Colonel Swalwell were 
held in the Kindley AFB chapel, 31 Oct. He 
will be returned to New York for burial in 
the National Cemetery at Farmingdale, L. I. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Agnes

The consolidated statement of the in- 
come of Radio Corporation of America 
and subsidiaries for the first nine months 
of this year shows an increase in gross 
income of $18.7 million over the corre- 
sponding period of last year. However the 
net income, after all charges and taxes, 
was a million dollars less than for the 
same months of 1948. 

The report, which was issued this week 
by President Frank M. Folsom shows a 
total gross income for the first three- 
quarters of this year of $275,673,666, as 
compared with $256,968,537 for the first 
nine months of last year, an increase of 
$18,705,129. The net income this year for 
the period covered was $14,095,186, as 
compared with $15,128,783 for the same 
months of last year, a decline of $1,033,- 
597. 

After payment of preferred dividends, 
net earnings of the corporation applica- 
ble to common stock for the first nine 
months of this year amounted to 84% 
cents per share, compared with 92 cents 
per share for the same period last year. 
The increased costs this year as com- 
pared with 1948, according to the state- 
ment, were attributable to an increase of 
$1.4 million depreciation charges. 

During the third quarter of this year 
the gross income of the corporation was 
about $7.5 million greater than for the 
same period last year, but expenses in- 
cluding taxes, were $7.8 million more, so 
that the net earnings were off about 
$300,000.

More Merchant Ships 


Continuation of the steady increase in 
the building of merchant vessels through- 
out the world is indicated by returns 
listed in the third quarter report of 
Lloyd’s Register of Shipping. 

Since the beginning of this year, there 
has been an increase of nearly 500,000 
gross tons in the volume of merchant 
vessels under construction. At the begin- 
ning of January, the volume of shipping 
underway aggregated 4,140,000 gross tons 
which rose to 4,355,000 tons at the end 
of March, then to 4,446,000 at the end of 
June, and finally to more than 4,607,700 
tons by 1 Oct. 

Lloyd’s Register reveals that during the 
third quarter, Great Britain and Ireland 
together registered a gain of 52,200 tons 
compared to 30,500 tons for the United 
States, and 78,800 tons for other maritime 
countries. Although the United Kingdom 
was building slightly more than 50% of 
the world’s merchant shipping at the be- 
ginning of 1949, the proportion has de- 
creased now to 45.5%, while in the same 
period U. S. yards accounted for 13.6% as 
compared to 9.8% in January.

Warrant Officer Regulations 


‘The Coast Guard this week released 
regulations concerning the distribution 
of warrant officers to the four pay grades 
provided in the Career Compensation 
Act. 

Seven percent of the commissioned 
Coast Guard warrant officers will be in 
pay grade W-4, They will be most senior 
commissioned warrant officers on the 
precedence list who have over 12 years 
creditable active commissioned service. 

Commissioned warrant officers with 
over six years creditable active commis- 
sioned service will be eligible for consid- 
eration for W-3 designation. Their num- 
ber will equal 30 percent of the commis- 
sioned warrant officers on active duty on 
the dates of computation. 

If the number of W-4 warrant officers 
is less than seven percent, the number 
of W-3 appointments may be increased, 
so that W-4 and W-3 selections will not 
exceed 37 percent. 

All commissioned warrant officers not 
included in W-4 and W-3 and all warrant 
officers with over six years active credit- 
able service as warrant officer or in a 
higher grade will be placed in W-2 cate- 
gory, while all other warrant officers will 
be W-1. 

The number of commissioned warrant 
officers used in computations of percent- 
age does not include those serving in 
higher grades for temporary service.
